SIMPLE ISLANDERS. 


Description of a Marriage and Marrlac* 


Feast at St. Kllda. 


Three Sabbaths before the interest- 


ing ceremony the banns are proclaimed 
in church. A week before the mar- 
riage day a repast consisting of the 
chief luxuries of the island is provided 
for the whole of the islanders in the 
intended bridegroom's house. 
The 


"luxuries" include tea—which is drunk 
out of bowls—cheese, butter, Scotch 
bannocks, and last, but not least, "a 
wee drappie o't." But the islanders 
never disgrace such feasts with drunk- 
enness. 
A curious feature of the 


gathering is thai, the se^es aie kept by 
themselves in different ends of the 
house. For the comfort of the men 
tables and chairs are piovided, and in 
the event of the supply running short 
the women have to remain standing. 
The "feast" is, of course, a most fune- 
real affair. 
What else could it be 


when the Pope of the place has foibid- 
den even singing andwhistlingf There 
is no singing, and, of course, no danc- 
ing. The time is passed in general re- 
marks on the coming event and the 
"news of the day " I really do not 
know what the "news of the day" 
means in St. ICilda unless it be that 
Mor Bhan was publicly reproved in 
church the Sunday befoie for sleeping, 
or that the minister's housekeeper had 
patched up her latest quarrel with the 
prettiest woman on the island (com- 
monly called the Queen). 
When the 


wedding day comes everybody gathers 
into 
the 
clmieh, 
including 
the 


bride and bridegroom, atlended by the 
best man and bridesmaid 
They arc 


rigged out in their summer finery, and 
privileged with a front seat to tlio left 
of the pulpit. Eveiybody is agog with 
excitement, for the occasion is a great 
one. Soon there enters the Rev. Mr. 
Mackay, Bible in hand 
Mounting the 


precentor's box the mmisterengages in 
a Gaelic prayer. Then follows a seimon 
on the duties of husband and wile. The 
sermon over, Mr. Mackay goes through 
the marriage ceremony m theoithodox 
fashion. There is anotner prayer and 
then the curtain falls. 
After the mar- 


riage another jolly feast is provided in 
one of the houses of the village, but to 
this only natives are invited. The 
"strangers" who jncJudo the school- 
master, the old nurse*anil tne minister 
himself, hie themselves to the manse, 
where they attempt to make merry in 
a humble "kind of way, and the newly 
married couple are giacious enough to 
look m and smile on the proceedings 
The husband and wife bring provisions 
with them, generilly mutton, it being 
considered unlucky that they should 
come empty handed. Tea is supplied in 
great abundance Abumperis drank to 
the health and prosperity of the newly 
wedded pair, and this formality over 
the company breaks up. The couple are 
seen to rest for the night, and the event 
is at an end. There is a difficulty 
usually about the honeymoon. It is 
the correct thing to spend it from home, 
but there is only the choice of going to 
a friend's house ten yards away or one 
twice 
the 
distance.—Cor.

THE SEIGNEURIES. 


Interesting Picture of Them as They Ki- 


lat In Canada. 


The diet of the French Canadians is 


extremely simple and consists princi- 
pally of soup and vegetables, though 
meat and poultry a>-e very cheap in tho 
country districts, costing somewhat 
less than half the price paid by the 
English laborer for the same articles of 
diet. Tho French-Canadian farmei is a 
strict conbervatoi of ancient habits and 
customs, and is strongly opposed to 
any piogressive principles 
The soil 


in some pai ts ef the province of Que- 
bec has therefore been so systematically 
starved by long h ibitsof neglect, hand- 
ed down from father to son, thatabare 
existence is all that has been gained 
from the land. However, if the same 
farm has come into the possession oi an 
enterprising Scotch or English farmer 
with liberal ideas of piogiess and ad- 
vancement, the result has been strik- 
ing; and in the course of a few yeais 
the old, decaying buildings have disap- 
peared, a new faim-hoube and substan- 
tial barns have been erected, and the 
estate has recovered all the appearances 
of prosperity. 
This is not an uncom- 


mon instance. The old seignenries on 
the St. Lawrence have lost but little of 
their ancient character In many cases 
even the venerable manor houses still 
stand on the river banks, surrounded 
by prim, old-fashioned gardens and ap- 
proached by straight avenues of poplar. 
These seigneuries were, in old times, 
usually granted by the Government to 
persons of distinction or to court favor- 
ites, and consisted of immense tiacls of 
land (in some instances thiee leagues 
in breadth by the same in depth), ex- 
tending for miles from the liver shoie 
back into the primeval forest. 
The 


Seigneur, or lord of tho manor, par- 
celed this land out into small fiefs, 
which were fiequently again sub- 
divided by families into almost infini- 
tesimal proportions. Tho fief holdeis 
made a small annual payment to the 
Seigneur, who had also certain feudal 
claims, the principal of which was a 
considerable proportion of the amount 
payable on the sale or transfer of land.
